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Annapolis Graduates 
May Enter the Army 


In the event that some of the Naval 
Academy graduates are not commissioned 
in the Navy, they will probably be given 
an opportunity to enter the Army. That 
such a plan is in contemplation was 


brought out in the hearing on the Army 
Appropriation bill before the Senate Com- 
mittee. 

During the testimony by General Per- 
shing, Senator Harris suggested this plan. 
He said that he had two young men in 
the Naval Academy who ‘preferred to 
enter the Army to going into civil life. 
He declared that there were others who 
were Of the same frame of mind. 

General Pershing said there was no 
doubt ‘that there would be some splendid 
material among the Annapolis graduates. 
Senator Wadsworth indicated that if the 
midshipmen were not commissioned in the» 
Nevy, he would oppose the H bill... 
There were other members of com-' 
mittee who assumed the same attitude on’, 
the qtestion, so that it is evident that the 
Senate is hostile to the reduction pro- 
posed by the House in the number of mid- 
shipmen who are to be commissioned in 
the Navy. 


Army and Marine Corps Open. 


There are, however, indications that if 
they are not commissioned in the Navy, 
Annapolis graduates will have an oppor- 
tunity to go either into the Army or the 
Marine Corps. Both plans are favored in 
the Senate in the event that the House 
should prevail in its proposed reduction, 

Secretary of the Navy Denby in dis- 
cussing the Naval Appropriation bill be- 
fore the sub-committee of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee declared that it is 
the policy of the Navy Department to 
offer all of the graduates of this year’s 
class commissions in the Navy. He pro- 
tested very strongly against the provision 
of the House bill and declared that, aside 
from the moral obligations to the midship- 
men, all of the graduates can be used in 
the Navy. In the opinion of the Secre- 
tary, it would be bad policy for the Gov- 
ernment to break faith with the young 
men who were able to qualify for commis- 
sions in the Navy. 


Admirals Support Secretary. 


Admiral Coontz, Chief of Naval Opera 
tions, and Admiral Washington, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, supported the 
Secretary, insisting that the midshipmen 
should be commissioned. Admiral Wash- 
ington called attention to the shortage in 
officers on everyship. in the Navy. He 
said that the battleships were averaging 
about twenty short, destroyers from two 
to four and the submarines one. 

Rear Admiral Henry B. Wilson, in ex- 
plaining the situation to the committee, de- 
elared that about fifty members of the class 
are willing to resign to accept offers in 
private life if they are given an oppor- 
tunity. In the same connection, it wag 
suggested by members of the committee 
that about twenty-five could be taken care 
of in the Marine Corps. With these de- 
ductions, the lower grades in the Navy 
would not be overloaded, as was insisted 
duri the debate in the House. In all 
probability, the Senate Committee on Ap- 

ropriations will strike out the House 
imitation in reporting out the Appropria- 
tion bill. This will throw the whole af- 
fair into the conference committee, 
the friends of the Navy in the House be- 
lieve that they can force the House con- 
ferees to r le on the qustion.

ARE NOT YET DETERMINED UPON. 
, No program for the future stations of 
the. taetical organizations of. the Army has 
Three tentative plans have been submitted 
tc the Secretary, but it is stated that he 
does not intend to approve any program 
until Congress has fixed the strength of 
the Army for the next fiscal year. . “ 

It goes ,withowt saying. that a complete 


~~ 


ent units gannot be made until the strength 
of the Army has been determined. If the 
bill should become a law as it passed the 
House there is no question that some of 
the existing units must be demobilized. 
The Secretary, Lowever, has carefully 
avoided making any statement with regard 
to this lest he should appear to be attempt- 
ing to-use local pressure,in a fight for an 
adequate Regular Atmy. He is confident 
that he can eventually win ‘on the broad 
grounds of national defense. 

There are two things that have been de- 
cided with regard to the future stations of 
the Army. First, as Congress has refused 
to keep up the war-time cantonments, the 
Secretary will not ask the Army to spend 
another winter in these old quarters. This 
summer all of the organizations will be 
employed in training activities or will be 
in the field. As a consequence, it will not 
be necessary to select winter quarters un- 
til next fall. Then all of the organiza- 
tions will be placed in permanent quartérs. 
Second, the three divisions will not be 
broken up, although their units will not be 
stationed in the same camps as at present. 

The.2d Division. will contince on the 
horder. The ist and 3d Divisions will be 
grouped in permanent quarters so that 
they can be mobilized on short notice. An 
effort will be made to give the headquar- 
ters of the Ist Division a central location 
in the 2d Corps Area and the other units 
will be stationed in permanent quarters 
with a view of facilitating rapid mobiliza- 
tion of the entire division. Eventually 
there will be summer mobilization of the 
division, but these are plans that will be 
worked out inf connection with large ma* 
neuvers with the National Guard and pos- 
sibly Organized Reserves. 

The same policy will be pursued with 
regard to the Bd Division on the Pacific 
coast) ‘The authorities desire to keep up 
the tactical organization of the three Reg- 
ular Army divisions in order to work out 


the larger problems of land nse.

for the 1st Division, its h uarters will 

be located at Fort Hamilton: The 18th 


Infantry will be distributed among Forts 
i, Schuyler and Totten.

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Military Operations in China 


HE forces of Wu Pei Fu and Chang- 

Tso-lin, reported in these columns 

last week as having effected close 

contact, have since joined battle on 
a front of nearly 100 wiles, extending 
fron Changsintien, southwest of Peking, 
to Machang, south of Tientsin. 

The most important fighting took place 
at Changsintien and Machang. After an 
initial withdrawal at the former place, 
General Feng-Yu-Hsiang, the “Christian 
General,” commanding Wu Pei Fu's troops 
on the left flank, éarried out an offensive 
return which resulted in the defeat of the 
Manchurian troops and their withdrawal 
to Fengtai, just outside of the city of Pe- 
king. This success appears to have in- 
sured Wu Pei Fu possession of the cross- 
ing of the Hun river and thus facilitates 
his advance on Peking. Heavy fighting is 
reported to be still in progress at Fengtai: 

The result of the engagement at Ma- 
chang appears to be doubtful; Chang-Tso- 
lin claims a vietory with the capture of a 
considerable number of prisoners. On this 
flank the Central Chinese troops are un- 
der the command of Tsao Ying, a brother 
of Tsao Kun, the former superior and 
present supporter of Wu Pei Fu. Paoting- 
fu was the rail head for the Machang 
drive. 

General Wu Pei Fu’s headquarters are 
reported as at Chow-Chow, about half way 
between Paotingfu and Peking. Chang- 
Tso-lin’s headquarters are at Chungliang- 
cheng, midway between Tientsin and the 
sea. 

The Strategic Situation. 


While the situation has not sufficiently 
developed to permit of definite conclusions 
as to the plan of operations, the indica- 
tions afforded up to the present are that 
Wu Pei Fu’s strategy aims, by frontal and 
flank attack, to roll up the Manchurian 
forces in the direction of Tientsin. It 
will be noted that Chang-T'so-lin’s line of 
communication, making a right angle at 
Tientsin, lends itself peculiarly to this op- 
eration. The rolling up of his right flank 
near Peking and the driving back of his 
troops on Tientsin would force him to 
make front with his back resting against 
avery swampy district intersected by nu- 
merous lakes and porids. It is, however, 
uncertain that Wu Pei Fu’s troops are 
sufficiently mobile to execute a maneuver 
of this character. 

Considerable concern is expressed by 
Chang-Tso-lin that his line of communica- 
tion may be cut by an attack by the Chi-

nese gunboats under Wu Pei Fu's control 
at Chingwantao or some other point on 
the railway. 

The forces engaged on both sides are 
estimated at 50,000 men each, which are 
expected to be increased to a strength of 
100,000 by reinforcements now being 
brought up by both commands. 

In view of the importance which mili- 
tary operations have taken on in China, a 
short review of the history which led up 
to them may be of some interest. 

Recent operations in North China may 
be said to date from the installation of 
the Liang Shih Yi cabinet by Chang-Tso- 
lin in December, 1921, and the resultant 
objection by General Wu, Pei Fu to this 
cabinet. It should’ be remembered that 
Wu Pei Fu in August, 1920, drove the 
Anfu leaders from power in Peking. Some, 
like Marshal Tuan Chi Jui, retired to pri- 
vate life. Others, like General Hsu, were 
driven to take refuge in the Japanese Le- 


gation in Peking. The appointment of 
Liang Shih Yi as Premier and the result- 
ant pardoning of certain Anfu leaders and 
the Supointment of others to office by Liang 
Shih Yi therefore impressed General Wu 
Pei Fu as nullifying his work of 1920. 

It should be remembered in this connec- 
tion that the Anfu leaders were generally 
considered as pro-Japanese and that Gen- 
eral Wu Pei Fu in attacking them received 
the support of the students and many other 
patriotic Chinese, who felt that his oppo- 
sition to the Anfu leaders was really a 
struggle against Japan. Following Gen- 
eral Wu Pei Fu’s demand in January, 
1922, that Liang Shih Yi resign as Pre- 
mier, General Chang-Tso-lin demanded 
that he be retained. 

President Hsu, afraid to side with either 
faction, through dilatory tactics, gained 
the dislike of both leaders. Premier Liang 
refused to resign and went into retirement 
in one of the foreign concessions in Tient- 


sin, where he defied and- to defy 
President Hsu to dismiss 
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Tientsin on the Tientsin-Mukden railroad.

Immediate Action Urged. 


Inu ping the committee to report out a 
rule, cKenzie and Mr. Byrnes re- 
viewed the history of the mature consider- 
ation that has been given all the questions 
related to the pay for the six Services, 
first by the joint committee and then by 
the special committees of both Houses. 
Attention was called to the fact that eight 
members out of the ten of the joint com- 
mittee had voted to report out a bill. The 
House special committee had made some 
amendments not of a vital character, and 
the time has arrived, it was insisted, for 
the House to take action, especially, it 
was urged, as the present law expires 
June 30. 

Mr. McKenzie declared that the fact that 


there were to be some. reductiens in..the 
commissioned personnel of the Services, 
created a condition under which there 
should be a scientific readjustment of pay. 
He argued that with the decrease in the 
number of officers the standard should be 
raised, and this could only be done by pro- 
viding something like adequate pay and a 
system which would make the Services at- 
tractive. He declared that while all of 
the provisions of the bill were not satis- 
factory to all of the.members of the com- 
mittee, he believed that the committee had 
worked out a splendid bill which, as a 
whole, is satisfactory to eight out of ten 
of the members of the joint committee. 
Referring to the minority report, Rep- 
. resentative Fess of Ohio, a member of the 
Committee on Rules, inquired as to whether 
there had been really a discrimination 
against the enlisted men. Mr. McKenzie 
expressed his convictions that the enlisted 
man had received better treatment than 
the commissioned officers. He explained 
that the reductions in the lower grades 
were just and fair in that the enlisted 
men in their first year of service were 
really learning a trade. ‘The apprentices 
in the Navy and the recruits in the Army 
were of very little service to the govern-

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Pay Report Favoring 
_ Temporary Legislation 


In a minority report gubmitted by Rep 
tatives W.-B. Oliver and Milton 

us on the Pay bill (H.R. 10972) tem- 
porary. pay legislation is urged. It is in- 
sisted that a temporary pay bill could be 
quickly framed and that it would be more 
satisfactory than the bill for readjustment 
ef pay which has been recommended by 
the Joirt Committee to both the Senate 


and the House. 

The report dwells at length upon the 
various proposals for a reduction in the 
commissioned strength of the different 
Services. What the future strength of 
the Services has to do with the pay that 
officers and enlisted men should receive is 
rather difficult to see, but Messrs. Kraus 
and Oliver see great force in the argument 
and bring it up two or three times in their 
lengthy report. They object to the reduc- 
tiens in the pay of enlisted men of the 
Army in the lower grades and of appren- 
tice seamen. They find a great deal of 
fault with the provisions of the majority 
bill for better pay for retired officers. 

of the minority report is 
that it does not attack the allowances for 
dependents. Through the hearings Repre- 
sentatives Oliver and Kraus asked ques- 
tions that indicated that they were op- 
posed to this feature of the bill. It was 
assumed that this would be their chief 
point of attack, but they pass it over with 
slight mention. 

The report starts out by insisting that 
the bill is fundamentally wrong, setting 
forth on this point that, “after careful 
study of the proposed bill (H.k. 10972) 
we feel that it is not only unwise at this 
time to pass permanent pay legislation for 
the several Services, but that the bill, as 
reported, is fundamentally unsound, un- 
just to the private soldier in the lower 
grades of the Army, to the apprentice sea- 
men of the Navy, overgenerous to a large 
number of the officer personnel, especially 
in the higher grades, discriminatory against 
officers commissioned from civil life in its 
gracious dispensation of service gifts, and 
unwarranted in proposing substantial in- 
creases in the retirement pay of officers, 
including many now on the retired list.” 

After discussing the aggregate increases 
in the commissioned strength of the several 
Services that have taken place since July 
1, the report takes up the changes that are 
proposed in the existing law. It compares 
the existing’ law for longevity pay with 
the proposals of the bill. On this subject 
the report says: 


Longevity Provisions Criticized. 


“Under existing law pay of officers, in- 
eluding all allowances, is based on grade; 
length of service, as affecting such pay, 
serves but one purpose, namely, to give 
what is known as longevity pay. Longev- 
ity. pay for all officers is now limited to 40 
per cent. of base pay, with a further limi- 
tatien of $1,000 as to the longevity pay 
for colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors 
and officers in corresponding grades of the 
other Services. Thus the total base and 
longevity pay now of a colonel is $5,000; 
that of a lieutenant colonel $4,500; that 
of a major $4,000. 

“Section 1 of H.R. 10972 changes ex- 
isting law by establishing six pay periods, 
corresponding to the grades of second lieu- 
tenant, first lieutenant, captain, major, 
lieutenant colonel and colonel, and here- 
after makes length of service—not grade— 
the main controlling factor in determining 
the pay and allowances of officers. It fur- 
ther: increases the longevity pay of all offi- 
cers by giving them 50 per cent. of base 
pay instead of 40 per cent. as now pro- 
v . It further rings the longevity 
pay limitation of $1; for colonel, lieu- 
tenant colonel, major and officers of corre- 
sponding grades in other Services, and 
hereafter fixes the maximum base and lon- 
gevity pay for a colonel at $6,000 instead 
of $5,000, for a lieutenant colonel at $5,- 
750 instead of $4,500, for a major at $5,- 
250 instead of 000. As to lieutenant 
colonels and majors, not only is the pres- 
ent longevity grade limitation of $1,000 
repealed, but lieutenant colonels with 
thirty years’ service are advanced to the 
pay period of a colonel, and majors with 
twenty-three years’ service are advanced 
to the pay period of a lieutenant colonel, 
thus increasing their base pay by $500. on 
which their longevity pay is to be com- 


puted. 

“With -the allowances proposed in H.R. 
10972 for a lieutenant colonel and major, 
it thus appears that a lieutenant colonel, 
advan to a colonel’s pay period by 
length of service, will receive the maxi- 
mum compensation allowed a colonel, to 
wit, $7,200, and a major, advanced by 
length of service to the pay period of a 
lieutenant colonel, may also receive a col- 
onel’s maximum compensation of $7,200. 
The same results obtain in reference to 
officers corres ing grades of the 
other Services. 

“Likewise officers below the grade of 
major will, under the pending bill, by rea- 
son of length of service, be given a pay 
period higher than that corresponding to 
their commission grades, and their pay and

there are colonels in the Army who, under 
the provisions of the same bill, will draw 
less than $6,500. In other words, length 
of service »will, under the terms of. the 
pending bill, hereafter control the pay of 
officers to such an extent that many now 
in the service will draw: as pay and allow- 
ances an amount not only equal to but 
oftentimes in excess of the pay and allow- 
ances of officers outranking them by one | 
and not infrequently by two grades. 


Length of Service vs. Rank. 


“A large number of officers now in the 
Services, under the provisions of the pend- 
ing bill, will have sufficient length of ser- 
vice. to advance them to the pay period 
next above the one corresponding to the 
grade in which they hold a commission, 
which will give them a base pay increase 
of $500, and their longevity pay will then 
be computed on this increased base pay. 
We submit that this change of existing 
law is very far-reaching and ill-considered. 
It serves to give to length of service a 
value never contemplated. Heretofore, to 
the officer on active duty, it has only count- 
ed for longevity pay; now it is proposed 
that it shall count not only for longevity 
pay, but shall serve to increase the base 
pay of officers by advancing them to the 
pay period of the next higher grade, and 
by raising the longevity percentage from 

to 50 per cent. and removing limitations 
on longevity increase of the higher ranks it 
will be seen that it will not only largely 
increase the pay of an officer while on ac- 
tive service, but will materially add to his 
retirement pay, as pointed out later.” 

The report then quotes from the origi- 
nal letter of Secretary Weeks to Repre- 
sentative (McKenzie before the Secretary 
had studied the bill and before it had been 
modified to meet his views. Secretary 
Denby and Captain Williams, U.S.N., were 
quoted in the same manner. The minority 
attempts to take advantage of the differ- 
ence of opinion that existed in the Ser- 
vices when Mr. McKenzie proposed this 
bill originally. There is no doubt that if 
the Services were permitted to write a 
bill they would propose one which would 
excite more violent opposition from Messrs. 
Kraus and Oliver than the pending meas- 
ure. 

The minority report makes objections 
because of the claim that the bill is “over- 
generous to many of the officers now in 
the Services.” 

“In support of this claim,” says the re- 
port. “we quote from Section 1 of the 
pending bill: 

For officers hereafter appointed, no service 
shall be counted for the purpose of pay except 
effective commissioned serviee under Federal ap- 
pointment. For officers now in the Service, all 
service which is now counted in computing 
longevity pay shall be included in the computa- 

ion. 


“Service now counted in computing lon- 
gevity pay, and which under this provision 
is sought to be made available to officers 
now in the Service to increase their base 
pay as well, is not limited to commission 
service, but includes for all graduates of 
the academies at West Point and Annap- 
olis prior to July, 1916, the time spent at 
these academies in school, and a construc- 
tive or mere gift service, credited to many 
officers appointed from civil life prior to 
March 3, 1913, and also enlisted service. 

“After the passage of the bill, however, 
for officers hereafter commissioned, only 
commissioned service can be counted 
either for longevity pay or for the pur- 
pose of advancing an officer to another 
pay period higher than that corresponding 
to the grade in which he is commissioned. 
(What good reason, may we ask, can be 
assigned for discriminating. in favor of-offi- 
cers now in the Service against officers 
hereafter to be commissioned?) 


Demand Consideration for Future Officer. 


“In view of the rapid promotions re- 
ceived by so many now in the Service and 
the certainty of slow promotion in the fu- 
ture, it would rather seem equitable to fa- 
vor the incoming officer rather than the 
one now enjoying the high rank by reason 
of the unusual and rapid promotions inci- 
dent to the war and the favorable officer 
legislation subsequent thereto. 

“The quoted provision not only gives to 
officers now holding commissions benefite 
above pointed out, but it will serve to 
largely increase the longevity pay of these 
officers, to advance them to the highest pay 
period, and by increasing their base and 
longevity pay, with other than commis- 
sioned service, they will thus receive a 
large inerease in retired pay as a further 
benefit to be enjoyed alone by them and to 
be denied officers hereafter commissioned, 
because only commissioned service here- 
after can count fer advancement, for lon- 
gevity or retirement pay. 

“It further appears that this provision, 
on account of many colonels, lieutenant 
colonels and majors, now having credit 
for service, other than commissioned ser- 
vice, because of the repeal of the $1,000 
limitation as to longevity pay and the in- 
crease of the longevity percentage from 40 





to 50, would , if retired, receive the 
following in retired pay, to wit: 

For colonels with 80 years’ service. ...$750.00 
For lieut, cols. with 30 years’ service.. 937.50 
For majors with 30 years’ servite...../: 937.50 


“In further eonfirmation of the’ state- 


lent that the pending bill is most gener- 


ous to many of the officers now holding 
high commissions, Section 16 saves to all 
ir..present..base and longevity 
pay, a large number of 
high commissions now held are alone due 
to very unusual and rapid promotions. 
Apropos of the rapid promotions received 
by many now in the Service, we beg to 
quote a statement by Mr. McKenzie: 
T’want to be very frank with you. You are 
aware of the fact that since we got into this 
great war with Cone there are hundreds and 
hundreds of young officers who have received

“Yet we find in the face of this state- 
ment by ‘Representative McKenzie that 
the present bill seeks not only to save the 
base and longevity pay of even these offi- 
cers who. were thus rapidly promoted, but 
also undertakés to increase their pay by 
giving, as will later appear, @ ration al- 
lowamce and an increased. allowance for 
quarters. We should think not alone of 
the officers now in the Service, but some 
thought should be given to those who will 
be hereafter commissioned and who must 
Wait, as some of the older officers have 
had to wait in the past, many years, as 
Mr. McKenzie states, to get the pay of 
many present officers who, by this Dill, 
oe have their high-grade pay saved to 

em.” 


Officers from National Guard. 


Under the head of the pending bill “dis- 
criminates against officers commissioned 
from civil life,” the report discusses at 
length the question of constructive ser- 
vice. It finds fault with the fact that it 
gives officers credit for service in the Fed- 
eralized National Guard, but no credit for 
those who served with the Guard before it 
was called into the Federal service. On 
this subject the report sets forth: 

“A number of officers who served with 
signal ability during the war, many of 
them previously with the National Guard, 
were commissioned into the Service under 
the June 4, 1920, act. Some of these offi- 
cers are now colonels, and yet, under the 
provisions of the pending bill, there are 
many majors and many lieutenant colonels 
and officers in the corresponding grades of 
the other Services who, while holding the 
grades of lieutenant colonels and majors, 
respectively, will draw more pay than these 
colonels commissioned under the June 4, 
1920, act. The pending bill gives no credit 
to these officers for constructive service, 
nor does it give any credit to those who 
formerly served with the National Guard, 
but, strange to say, it gives to the officers 
of the Federalized National Guard credit 
for service in the National Guard since 
June 3, 1916, and for service in the Organ- 
ized Militia prior to July 1, 1916. What 
good reasons can be assigned for giving 
service credit to National Guard officers 
while serving with a National Guard or- 
ganizations and denying it to these same 
officers when commissioned in the Regular 
Army? 

Constructive Service. 


“The pending bill, while denying any 
constructive service to officers commis- 
missioned from civil life under the June 
4, 1920, act, proposes to give to many lieu- 
tenant commanders and lieutenants of the 
Staff Corps of the Navy, and to officers in 
other Services, constructive service, vary- 
ing from one to four years, and in some in- 
stances gives more, and this constructive 
service, so proposed to be given, will here- 
after operate to advance these officers to 
pay periods higher than those correspond- 
ing to the grade in which they hold com- 
missions. Though the pending bill (H.R. 
10972) gives to officers commissioned from 
civil life under the act of June 4, 1920, no 
credit for constructive service, yet it is in- 
teresting to note in this connection that 
the tentative bill prepared by Representa- 
tive McKenzie, and submitted to the joint 
committee, and which was really the basis 
of the pending bill, undertook to give con- 
structive service to officers commissio 
from civil life, regardless of the rank in 
which commissioned. The officers of the 
Army, Navy and other allie@-Services ap- 
pointed by the department heads to confer 
with and assist the joint committee in its 
study of a pay bill at first gave full ap- 
prova] to this constructive service, so rec- 
ommended for civilian officers in the origi- 
nal McKenzie bill. This will fully appear 
from a quotation taken from the o ’ 
comments on the McKenzie bill, set out in 
the hearings before the special committee 
of the House on H.R. 10972, beginning 
with the last paragraph on page 53, and 
continuing through the first paragraph on 
page 55 of said hearings. From the offi- 
cers’ comments, approving the constructive 
service proposed for civilian officers in the 
original McKenzie bill, we to quote the 
concluding paragraph, which is as follows: 

It is believed that the section as now written 
in its modified form (referring to the construc- 
tive service section) will tend to eliminate from 
the Army the dissatisfaction which has existed 
among various groups of officers on account of 
the arrangement of the initial promotion list. 

“Without intending to express an opin- 





ion. as to the wisdom of giving construc. 
tive service to officers appointed from civil 
life under the June 4, 1920, act, as pro- 
posed in the original McKenzie bill, which 
is set out in the hearings before the House 
committee on page 40, we respectfully sub- 
mit that if constructive service is to be 
given to other officers, as the pending bil] 
proposes to do, then certainly no just 
grounds can be assigned for refusing to 
give’ constructive “service to officers “ap- 
pointed from civil life, as was proposed in 
the original McKenzie bill. 

“This feature, as well a8 many others of 
the original McKenzie bill, while tentative- 
ly approved by the ‘officers at first, was 
later rejected by them, and the pending 
bill now represents the views of the Regu- 
lar officers of the Army, Navy, and other 
Services who were designated to advise 
with the joint committee and who really 
prepared the pending bill, H.R. 10972. We 
confess our inability fo explain why these 
officers first approved the McKenzie rec- 
ommendation for constructive service only 
to later reject it.” 


Against Retired Increases, 


According to the minority report, there 
is absolutely no merit in the provisions of 
the bill which would increase the pay of 
some of the retired officers. On this sub- 
jeet it has to say: 

“In the discussion of this provision of 
the bill it will be recalled that we have 
heretofore pointed out that the $1,000 lim- 
itation on the longevity pay of colonels, 
lieutenant colonels and majors, and officers 
of corresponding grades in the other Ser- 
vices, is repealed by the pending bill, and 
the longevity percentage pay has been in- 
creased from 40 to 50 per cent., and, fur- 
ther, that while length of service under ex- 
isting law counts only for longevity pay, 
yet under the pending bill it will count 
for the further purpose of advancing the 
pay of an officer to the pay period eorre- 
sponding to the grade next above the one 
in which he holds a commission. 

“Now, predicated on these changes, 
which the pending bill proposes in existing 
law, a colonel now on the retired list who 
bas had thirty years’ service prior to his 
retirement would be entitled to an increase 
in his retired pay of $750 per annum, the 
difference between three-fourths of $5,000, 
the maximum base and longevity pay of a 
colonel under existing law, and $6,000, the 
maximum base and longevity pay of a col- 


one] with thirty years’ service under the 
proposed bill. A lieutenant colonel and a 
major now on the retired list with thirty 
years’ service would also be entitled, by 
reason of the provisions of the pending 
bill, to an increase in retired pay of 
$937.50. 

“A large number of colonels and lieu- 
tenant colonels now in the Service, if re- 
tired now, will, under the pending bill, have 
had sufficient length of service to increase 


the retired pay of colonels $750 and lieu- 
tenant colonels $937.50. 

“The pending bill provides substantial 
increase to all officers now on the retired 
list who were retired with normal length 
of grade service to their credit, and also 
substantial increase to officers now in the 
Service who may be retired in future hav- 
ing to their credit normal length of service 
for the grades in which they hold commis- 
sions. 

“Many retired officers have been tempo- 
rarily called into active service since the 
war under authority of a special act and 
advanced to higher grades, thus entitling 
them to increased retired pay. This spe- 
@ial act was unwise, has been greatly 
abused, and the members of the joint com- 
mittee were in full agreement that it should 
be repealed. 

“We refer to it for the purpose of em- 
phasizing that while the pending bill recog- 
nizes that many retired officers have thus 
been advanced in grade, yet it proposes to 
grant to many of these a further increase 
in their retired pay.” 


Temporary Legislation Favored. 


In giving its reasons for temporary 
rather than permanent legislation, the re 
port says: 

“Confessedly, the May 18, 1920, act was 
too generous in the bonus given to many 
officers, and had Congress known at the 
time the act was passed of the rapid pro 
motion that would follow, within less than 
sixty days, presumably many officers who 
thus received unusual and rapid promo 
tions, giving to them large increase in pay 
and allowances, under permanent 1awW, 
would not have been so generously pro 
vided for. 

“In confirmation of this it may be here 
noted that the May 18, 1920, act not only 
gave officers below the grade of prigadier 
general the following bonus:

“But in addition to the amount so given

“With the full information that Con- 
gress now has it will not be difficult to 
prepare a temporary bill providing for any 
needed increase in pay and allowances for 
the officers and enlisted personnel of the 
Services that is fair and just, both to the 
personnel and to the Federal Treasury, 
Any bonus that Congress may now con- 
sider just and necessary would be given, 
not as was done in the May 18, 1920, act, 
jndiseriminately to all officers holding com- 
missions in certain grades, but the unusual 
and rapid promotions which have advanced 
young officers to high grades, with greatly 
increased pay, would very properly be con- 
sidered and taken into account. Any 
needed increase to the enlisted personnel 
could likewise be properly and more wisely 
provided for hereafter than was done in 
the May 18, 1920, act.’ 

Concluding its report, temporary legis- 
lation is urged in the following: 

‘It is a matter ‘of great importance not 
only to the different military .Services but 
to the taxpayers that a permanent military 
policy, fixing the strength of our’ military 
forces; be finally and properly adjusted on 
a sane, satisfactory peace basis before any 
permanent pay bill, common to all the Ser- 
vices, igs enacted, even if then it should be 
thought wise to include all of the Services 
in one bill. 

“Certainly,,a permanent pay bill can be 
drawn’ along ‘much simpler lines than is 
found in H.R. 10972. We might here refer 
to the tentative bill at one time favored by 
Representativev. McKenzie, and which, 
while undertaking to fix pay periods, did 
away with all longevity pay and allowed 
commissioned service only to advance offi- 
cers from one pay period to another, and 
required much longer commissioned ser- 
vice for advancement to the different pay 
periods than that now proposed in H.R. 
10972.. The original McKenzie bill, though 
it may have had its imperfections, was not 
subject to the criticism of discriminating 
in favor of officers now in the Service 
against those hereafter to be commissioned 
or against those commissioned from civil 
life.”

Navy League is for:

The Navy League of the United States, 
of which Robert W. Kelley is president, 
has issued a statement warning against 
the general belief that 86,000 enlisted men 
are adequate to maintain fully the 5-5-3 
naval ratio established by the Washington 
Conference. The statement continues: 

“For the first time in our history the 
United States has a definite and reason- 
able naval policy. It is that the United 
States should maintain a navy equal in all 
essential respects to Great Britain’s and 
two-thirds stronger than that of Japan. 
This is the policy enunciated by our dele- 
gates to the Washington Conference. It 
is accepted by Great Britain, Japan, and 
the other great powers. It is what the 
American people want and have a right to 
expect.” 

Quoting Secretary of State Hughes, the 
statement says: “I trust that an adequate 
personnel will be supplied to maintain the 
eighteen battleships which the United 
States is .entitled to keep, together with 
the auxiliaries that would be appropriate 
to such a fleet.” 

The statement stms ‘up* with the fol- 
lowing: 

“When the American people Make known 
in’ unmistakable language that they will 
accept no less, there will be no further 
quibbling about how many men are re- 
quired properly to man our Navy. We 
shall simply take the Japanese total and 
multiply it. by five-thirds. We shall sim- 
ply take the British total and match it.” 


CHIEF OF INFANTRY TO VISIT 
STAUNTON, V.M.I., AND V.P.I. 


After being repeatedly requested by the 
authorities of Staunton Military Academy, 
Virginia Military Institute and Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute to honor them with 
a visit, Major Gen. Charles S. Farnsworth, 
Chief of Infantry, left Washington on May 
5 for a nine days’ trip. His itinerary will 
also include a brief stay at Youngstown, 
Ohio. 

The General will address the veterans of 
the World War, the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Rotary Club at Youngstown on 
May 6. General Farnsworth is popular in 
this section of the country, as he com- 
manded the 37th Division, which was com- 
posed of Ohio National Guard troops, dur- 
ing the war. Procecding by rail to Har- 
pers Ferry, General Farnsworth’s party 
will then motor to Staunton, Va., where 
on May 9 he will address the corps of the 
academy. ‘The remainder of the trip will 
be via motor. One stop will be made at 
Blacksburg, Va., where on May 11 he will 
make a brief talk to the corps attending 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute. He is due 
to return to Washington on May 14. 


AGREEMENTS REACHED ON 
SOME ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 


Having completed the revision of the 
non-military sections of the Army Ap- 
propriation bill the War Department sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations on May 3 took up the 
military items. It is understood that a 
tentative agreement was reached upon the 
National Guard, Organized Reserves, R.O. 
T.C. and the Citizens’ Training Camps ap- 
propriations at substantially the recom- 
mendation of the War Department. 

After discussing the pay of the Army, 
which includes the number of officers and 
enlisted strength of the Regular establish- 
ment, the committee decided to ask the 
War Department for some additional data 
and suggestions for the new legislation re- 
auired to work ‘out the details of fixing the 
number of officers. It stated the majority 
of the committee indicated a desire to al- 
low recommendations of the War De- 
partment in the increases for the Regular 
Army as well as the other component 
parts of the Army of the United States. 

There is some opposition ‘in the sub- 
committee’ and the whole program will go 
before the entire Appropriations Commit- 
tee for final action. 


CAVALRY-ENGINEER RIFLE 
TRYOUTS SET FOR MAY 10. 


Preparations have been made for the try- 
outs at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, on May 10 
for the Cavairy-Engineer rifle team, which 


is scheduled to take part in the National 
Matches. Beside the tryouts, competi- 
tion matches will take place to determine 
the following championships: Cavalry- 
Engineer, individual; Cavalry-Engineer, 
regimental ; Cavalry, individual ; Engineer, 
individual ; Cavalry, regimental; Engineer, 
regimental.

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ADDITIONAL SUPPORT FOR 
THE REGULAR ARMY AND NAVY. 


Additional. support for the Army and 


Navy, and consequently rebukes for the 
pacifists, came last week from two sources 
which were always more or less believed 
to be ‘opposed to the Army and Navy and 
in sympathy with the exponents of the 
“peace at any price” theory. 

One was a lengthy resolution from the 
Iowa Manufacturers’ Association, which is 
composed of 600 manufacturers of that 
state. The resolution calls upon Congress 
to support the recommendations of the 
Secretary of War, General Pershing and 
the Secretary of the Navy, and emphatic- 
ally protests against cutting the Army to 
115,000 men and the Navy below the re- 
quirements to keep it on a par with Great 
Britain. 

The other was a resolution passed by the 
Executive Council of the Woman’s De- 
partment of the National Civic Federation. 
The resolution states that the Woman's 
Department of the federation protests 
against the reduction of personnel and ap- 
propriations for the Army and Navy, and 
that it unhesitatingly endorses the demand 
of the President and high officials of the 
Army and Navy Departments for the per- 
sonnel and appropriations necessary for 
the proper defense of the country.

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“More Submarines 


Needed by Navy | 


The Senate naval leaders are now giv- 
ing serious consideration to the adoption 
of a submarine program for the treaty 
Navy. It is stated that the subject will 
be given considerable attention in the hear- 
ings on the naval bill in the Senate Sub- 
committee on Appropriations. Both Sec- 
retary of the Navy Denby and Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt have great faith in 
the effectiveness of submarines. 

“In a cool and calculating study of sea 
attacks, the submarine takes its place as 
a definite weapon of the sea force, one to 
be considered in any plan of national de- 
fense,” said Secretary Denby just before 
the Arms Conference. To-day, the Navy 
to a man, in the face of the persistent 
campaign of the British naval authorities 
to secure the abolition of undersea craft, 
backs the declaration of the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

Moreover, there is a growing sentiment 
in Congress, in view of the unsettled con- 
ditions in Europe, as indicated by the 
warning of the peril of another war issued 
by Lioyd George at Genoa, to authorize a 
more rapid development of the . under- 
water craft. Rear Admiral Sims has taken 
am advanced position on the subject of 
submarines and in this he is supported by 
naval experts who are classed as conserva- 
tives. Sentiment both in Congress and in 
the Navy is crystallizing in favor of a 
definite submarine program. 


Present Submarine Strength. 


At present the United States submarine 
force consists of about eighty-five under- 
water craft in full commission, and the 
economy program for next year, as out- 
lined by Secretary Denby in his recom- 
mendations to provides for 
eighty-four to be kept in full commission, 
with twenty-seven older boats with two- 
thirds crews for coast service and train- 
ing crews for new ships. This, however, 
the Secretary pointed out, is a compro- 
mise measure as “a fair allowance under 

resent conditions would be Manila 20, 

awaii 20, Canal Zone 14, Fleet 48. This 
makes no allowance for distant indepen- 
dent service, but calls for a total of 102 
first line boats.” 

Testimony before the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs recently brought out the 
fact that many of the submarines we now 
have are inferior, unreliable and obsolete, 
and that the number is inadequate to pro- 
tect our long coast lines, insular posses- 
sions and the Canal Zone. 

Illustrating this was the explanation of 
Mr. Roosevelt before the committee that 
“we need many more submarines to round 
out our scheme of defense. Many of these 
submarines are considered by the depart- 
ment as more or less obsolete; however, 


we have nothing to take their place.” 
During the rings Secretary Denby 
urged development of this bra of na- 


tional defense by the construction of dif- 
ferent types, the newer ones. In this con- 
nection he told the committee that “our 
Navy is to-day seriously lacking in recent- 
ly developed types of submarines. We 
have no mine-laying submarines, no fleet 
submarines except the three V-boats now 
under construction, no submarines with 
large caliber guns such as the British class 
M and, what is more important, no long 
radius submarines. It is highly impor- 
tant to the national defense of this coun- 
try to construct at least three each of 
these types for development purposes so 
that in the event of a national emergency 
we will be in position to continue the con- 
struction of the type most necessary.” 
. Of course, the pacifists in Congress will 
make an attempt to screen their attacks 
at any proposal for the development of a 
submarine program behind the Root reso- 
lution. This position, it is believed, will 
ve untenable, as the Root resolution 
id not limit the construction or the type 
~ submarine, but was aimed at their 
abuse, 


Functions of Submarines. 


In his hearing before the Congressional 
committee Secretary Denby made a de-

THE ECLIPSE OF AMERICAN SEA POWER. 


The Eclipse of American Sea Power, 
by Capt. D. W. Knox, U.S.N., retired. 
(Army and Navy Journal, publishers.) 
Price $1.50. 

This book is the only one writen on the 
Arms Conference by any naval or military 
suthority, and it presents for the first 
time the American viewpoint of the re- 
ecot happenings at Washington. During 
the conference, the American delegates 
were silent as far as issuing information 
to the press on their deliberations was con- 
cerned. They maintained this quixotic 
position of silence while other nations in- 
— were active in the matter of pub- 
icity. 

Captain Knox in this book concisely 
and accurately analyzes the results of the 
Arms Conference, and points out just 
what each nation gained or lost through 
the deliberation in Washington, He deals 
with the situation in the Pacific as only a 
naval expert could, and proves that due to 
her naval weakness the United States 
benceforth will have to rely on the so- 
called “new state of mind” among na- 
tions instead of on her fleet for the main- 
tenance of peace and the guarding of our 
iuvterests in the Pacific. At a time when 
both Japan and France show indications 
of declining to ratify the naval treaty this 
book is highly pertinent.

Hearings on Navy 
Appropriation Bil] 


The hearings on the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill before the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations, which started May 1, par- 
took largely of the nature of an open con- 
ference rather than a formal hearing. Sec- 
retary Denby and Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt spent Monday with the commit- 


bill as it passed the House. They were 
followed during the week by Admiral 
Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations; Ad- 
miral Washington, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation; Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, 
Chief Constructor; Rear Admiral J. K. 
Robison, Chief of the Bureau of Engincer- 
ing; Rear Admiral D. Potter, Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, and 
Rear Admiral Henry B. Wilson, Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy. Before 
the conference has concluded all of the bu- 
reau chiefs will be consulted by the conm- 
ee in working out the details of the 
bill. 

It was brought out during the hearing 
by the Secretary, Assistant Secretary and 
the officers that the appropriations car. 
ried by the bill for maimtenance and ma- 
terial really provided for a twelve battle. 
ship fleet instead of an eighteen battleship 
force as provided for by the treaty. These 
reductions extended, it was claimed, to the 
appropriations under practically all of the 
heads in the bill. . 


No Funds for Transportation. 


The House went so far, it was pointed 
out, in its reductions that it did not pro 
vide sufficient funds for the transporta- 
tion to their homes of men who would have 
been discharged under the plan for the re 
duction in the strength of ‘he Navy, as 
would be required by law. Rear Admiral 
Potter and the officers in charge of trans- 
portation went into this subject in detail, 
They showed that ever by the use of trans- 
ports there would not be sufficient funds 
to pay the fares of discharged men from 
the port of disembarkation to their homes, 

ie deficiencies in the funds for the fuel 
of the Navy, which have been created by 
the Honse, were explained in detail, and 
it was shown that the efficiency of the 
fleet cannot be maintained by the allow- 
ance made in the House appropriations. 


Problem of Reserve Officers. 


The discharge of Reserve officers is a 
question which was given no little atten 
tion on the part of the Senate committee. 
The members of the committee expressed a 
desire to work out.some plan by which the 
330 Reserve officers who will be discharged 
under the House bill can be taken care of 
in an equitable manner. Especially was 
the committee interested in the Reserve 
officers who have had long service in the 
Navy. It is doubtful whether the Senate 
committee will make any increase in en- 
listed personnel above that fixed by the 
House bill. The tendency of the discus 
sion indicated a desire on the part of the 
committee to provide funds for the opera- 
tion of the fleet at this strength. 

Anotber provision of the House bill 
which was a live topic before the Appre 
priations Committee was that which re 
lated to instructors at the Naval Academy. 
Rear Admiral Wilson was inclined to ad 
voeate that the Academy in this respect 
should be returned to pre-war conditions, 
and that at least most of the civilian i- 
structors should be replaced by naval! off- 
cers. He called attention to the fact that 
there are only three civilian instructors at 
West Point. He said that for some 
branches civilian experts are desirable, but 
as a whole naval subjects should be taught 
by naval officers.

POINTERS ON POLO TRIPS. 


The details of the trip of the polo team 
of the 14th Cavalry in the tournaments in 
which it played between Jan. 28 and 
April 9 and the experiences gained will 
te interesting and of value to other Army 
teams. 

In making his report on the tourna- 
ments Major John A, Robenson said: 

“We took with us nine men, one groom 
for every three horses. One sergeant in 
charge, One Corporal in charge of prop- 
erty and one horseshoer. It was not be- 
lieved that proper care could be given 
kcrses and equipment had there been a 
greater number of horses per man. A 
non-commissioned officer in charge of the 
detail acted as farrier. General super- 
yision over horses and property is abso- 
lutely essential. The corporal in charge 
of property was more or less of a luxury, 
but turned out to be almost indispensable. 
We were very fortunate in having a man 
who was a horseshoer and also a saddler, 
it was he, too, who kept the polo mallets 
in repair. When on the field playing we 
never took out more than sixteen horses 
and all of the men, consequently no man 
had more than two horses to attend to 
during the game. 

“On our departure from here we shipped 
nineteen horses in an open, thirty-six-foot 
box car. Boarding off an alley-way 
across the car between the doors served to 
keep the horses well packed and made 
space in which our equipage was placed, 
also room for the attendant to sleep. In 
our shipment from Los Angeles to San 
Diego, it was suggested that a closed box 
cai be used with windows at each end. 
This proved unsatisfactory for two rea- 
sons: First, there was not sufficient ven- 
tiation, consequently it was too hot for 
the horses; and second, the attendant had 
ny opportunity to get at any horse that 
needed attention, in fact during the night 
one horse got down, and the attendant was 
urable to get to him, fortunately the horse 
got on his feet again without injury. 

“With an open car a man can climb 
sround, either on the inside or outside of 
the car, and in this way be of assistance 
to a horse in trouble. At Coronado we 
picked up two extra horses, making a 
tctal of twenty-one. This required a forty- 
foot car. It is well to state here that a 
ferty-foot open box car is rather hard to 
obtain. Some roads do not build them— 
as the Southern Pacific—for this reason 
it is well to get the information before 
making plans for shipment, for some 
freight clerks promise anything, and when 
the horses are brought down for loading 
you find that your car is not large enough 
tc accommodate your horses. 

“When our horses started the tourna- 
ments they were in excellent condition, 
hard without being fat. The first trip 
from Monterey to Angeles took forty- 
cight hours and the horses fared very 
bedly, looked gaunt on arrival, but re- 
cuperated with twenty-four hours’ rest 
end feed. With constant playing for 
ten weeks and four trips, one of which 
lasted four days, left our horses not 
only in very poor condition, but very 
sour and stale on the game. It is my 
opinion that to start a similar trip it 
would be much better had the horses 
started fat—not soft—but hard and fat, if 
asything I would sacrifice a little hard- 
ress for fat, give them something to work 
oa, something besides the muscle and sinew, 
which is not a reserve, but an active force. 
This system of conditioning was -carried 
out in a few civilian stables and the 
herses wound up the ten weeks still fat— 
yet they placed game for game with us; 
however, they were always shipped by ex- 
fress in Palace stock cars. 

“Our equipment consisted of seventeen 
saddles, twenty-one bridles, with extra 
parts for- each, horse covers and coolers, 
torseshoer, farrier and saddler’s kits, 200 
peunds of horseshoes, clipping machine 
with extra blades, and cots and blankets 
forthe men. It was not necessary at any 
place to establish a camp for the men or a 
picket line for the horses. Stable room 
for the horses and accommodations for the 
men were always provided at the expense 
of the club which was our host. 

“Accommodations for the officers was 
wually at the country club at reasonable 
ties or at hotels with similar rates, mak- 
‘ug the living within our means. 

“The great expense of the trip was the 

d fare for the enlisted men, practi- 

tally every other expense being met by the 

ub which we visited. Forage was ob- 

ined from nearby Army posts. rs’ 

rtation was accomplished by auto- 

e, baggage going. with the enlisted 
Mn on their tickets.

Rowing Test for Navy. 


Unless the Naval Academy finally de- 
cides to be represented at Poughkeepsie, 
the race on the Charles river against 
Princeton and Harvard on May 6 is by 
all odds the big race for the midshipmen 
this season. At the present time, it ap- 
pears even larger from the Annapolis 
standpoint than the big event on the Hud- 
son. 

Princeton, it may be admitted, wounded 
the pride of the Naval Academy to the 
quick when it inflicted the early season de- 
feat upon the midshipmen last year. The 
raee was on Princeton’s home. waters, and 
it is felt that the race on the Charles, on a 
neutral course, will be a real test of the 
two erews. 

With the graduation of this year’s class, 
in June, the golden era of Naval-Academy 
rowing may end. Of course, Glendon and 
all others connected with the sport are en- 
tirely hopeful of producing other great 
crews, and now have a splendid body of 
juniors at work, but it is unlikely that 
another opportunity will be presented the 
Naval Academy in a decade to reach the 
achievements of the last two years. 

In the varsity boat this year are four 
ef those who pulled an oar in the crew 
which won the world’s championshi in 
the Olympic contests at Antwerp in 1920. 
There are six who were in the crew which 
was defeated at Princeton last year, and 
seven of those who scored an overwhel- 
ming victory at Poughkeepsie at the end 
of the season. Under the circumstances, 
it is felt that the period will be completed 
in glory if it can turn the tables on 
Princeton, and, incidentally, defeat all 
other opponents this s¢éason. i 

The midshipmen will also row against 
Syracuse, ‘which comes to Annapolis on 
May 20, and will meet the Universit of 
Pennsylvania and other crews in the Hen- 
icys at Philadelphia on May 27. This will 
afford the opportunity, directly or indirect- 
ly, of measuring speed with all the East- 
ern college crews. ise 

With such opportunities afforded it, it 
dees not seem particularly necessary for 
the midshipmen to take part in the Pough- 
keepsie classic again. Glendon holds that 
the best crew at the short distance is still 
more decidedly the best crew at the long 
distance, and the midshipmen may be con- 
tent to rest on their laurels if they win all 
of their races without the Poughkeepsie 
test.

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FOR UNIFORM RETIRED LAW. 


To rae Eprror: 

The Army Reorganization act of June 4, 
1820, contains a clause relative to retire- 
mient of officers who came into the Ser- 
vice under the act of June 4, 1920, that 
was not understood by the majority of 
those who took advantage of that act. 

A case before the court was an 
apparent test of the validity or possibly 
the interpretation of the clause relative to 
that part of the bill and the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s opinion seems to be that officers 
who came in under the act over forty-five 
years of age shall not receive the three- 
feurths pay due for physical disability and 
received by all other officers. 

Is it not even more difficult for an offi- 
cer retired with a ag oma disability 
ever the age of forty-five to support him- 
self and family than for an officer under 
that age? 

An officer, say, under fifty years of age, 
who came into the Service under that act, 
accepting and ex ing to perform all the 
duties of the o r of forty or less, is 
finally—after a number of pra eevel, 
fied on account of physical disability and 
retired on four per cent. per annum; 
while the younger man retired for the 
same cause gets three-quarters of his base 
pay, or seventy-five per cent., for having 
served, say the same number of years, ten, 
to give an example.

WAERANT OFFICERS’ TRAINING. 


To tHe Eprror: 

It has been noted with great regret, I 
am sure, by thousands of Reserve officers, 
of all ranks and arms, who now happen to 
be warrant or non-commissioned officers of 
the Regular Army, that they are not, ap- 
parently, going to be permitted to attend 
the annual summer training camps, being 
held throughout the country, beginning 
next July. And it would seem also that 
they are to be barred from attending the 
three months’ courses offered by the vari- 
ous arms of the Service, to a limited num- 
ber of Reserve officers, yearly, All this 
or account ‘of their active status with the 
permanent. Army. This seems an unjust 
penalization upon the warrant officer and 
soldier, and one that will, beyond doubt, 
very seriously reduce his morale, for 
will thus be denied the great benefits of 
these annual training iods, that his 
brother . Reservist, who happens to be a 
civilian, will attend regularly, without any 
handicap. : 

Special Regulations No. 43, 1921, seem 
to contemplate some kind of company 
training for Reserve officers wha are war- 
ranted or enlisted, but it seems vague, 
and apparently does not contemplate that 
stich warrant or enlisted Reserve officers 
would be ordered to active duty as com- 
missioned officers, but that they might re- 
ceive such training as is practicable, with 
the organizations they are on duty with. 
A great portion of them are probably not 
on duty with organizations. Next July

JUSTICE FOR EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 


To THE Eprror: 

We non-commissioned officers earnestly 
and respectfully request your influential 
support of the Capper bill (S. 3263), in 
amending Section 127a, National Defense 
act, the purpose of which is to grant the 
same retiring privilege to all enlisted men 
who served as commissioned officers dur- 
ing the World War, i.e., when eligible for 
retirement, to be retired with the pay of 
warrant officers. The present law confers 
this benefit only on those who were fortu- 
nate enough to have been retired prior to 
Mareh 3, 1921. 

As the law now stands it is apparent 
that a grave injustice is being done to the 
enlisted men, now in the Service, who held 
commissions during the late war and who 
hel materially to mold the raw ma- 
terial into the efficient and disciplined 
force who faced the German line in 
France. This situation is further aggra- 
vated by the fact that on being returned 
to the enlisted status it was found that 
many of the higher enlisted grades were 
being held by younger men, precluding 
the possibility of many of the old non- 
commissioned officers ever reaching the 
senior enlisted grade prior to retirement. 
Fearing that this condition would prevail, 
meny of the old non-commissioned officers 
were reluctant to ‘accept commissions in 
1917, but their sense of loyalty and pa- 
triotism outweighed all material consider- 
ation. Therefore they accepted commis- 
sims and served efficiently and faithfully 
where their superior officers deemed 
services to be of the most value. The re- 
duetion of the Army, last year was an- 
other factor in lessening the chances of 
this class for being retired with the 
senior enlisted grade. 

A further illustration of the manner in 
which the present law operates to the 
detriment of the men now in the Service 
in comparison with those who retired 
prior to March 3, 1921, the following may 
be noted: Enlisted men who held the rank 
ef second lieutenant during the war and 
who retired prior to March 3, 1921, were 
retired with the pay of warrant officers, 
while those who have retired since that 
date and those who are still in the Ser- 
vice, even though by hard .and_ faithful 
service they reached the grade of major or 
lieutenant colonel, will be retired with any 
erade they may be lucky enough to at- 
tain under present conditions. 

Tt may possibly be stated that the war- 
rant grade was created to reward former 
cummissioned officers, but as the number 
authorized was only about 1,200, includ- 
ing the band leaders and field clerks, it 
will readily be seen that this number was 
entirely inadequate for this purpose. 

The enactment of this bill into Jaw not 
only will be an act of justice to the 
coneerned, but will materially help 
raise the morale of the Army in general, 
first by removing from the minds of those 
old and faithful non-commissioned officers 
the doubts and fears for the future of 
their families and themselves, thereby en- 
abling them to give te the Service their 
best efforts during the remainder of their 
service in the Army; second, by showing 
to the younger soldiers that efficient ser- 
vice honestly and faithfully rendered wili 
always receive its just reward.

MAJOR REVIEWS 
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What can be accomplished among Na- 
tional Guard organizations under prop- 
cr leadership and intelligent training, was 
amply demonstrated before Major Gen. 
George C. Rickards, Chief of the Militia 
Bureau of the War Department, in a re- 
view and special drills given in his honor 
by the Tist Infantry, N.Y.N.G., in_ its 
armory in New York city on May 2, under 
command of Col. J. H. Wells. 

General Rickards, who made a_ special 
trip from Washington for the occasion, 
was particularly enthused over the future 
of the National Guard, after witnessing 
the exhibition of the 7ist, and in a spe- 
cial talk to the officers of the regiment he 
plainly told them that it was a great en- 
couragement to him in the duties of his 
office to witness such progress as evidenced 
by the Tlst. 

General Rickards stated that if we 
could have all over the country such ex- 
hibitions as given by the Tist, it wold 
keep alive the proper spirit of patriotism, 
atid defeat the idle dreams of pacifists who 
are preaching universal peace, a dream, 
as General Rickards pointed out, that can 
never come true. 

The National Guard at the present time, 
aceording to General Rickards, has an ag- 
gregate strength f 152,000 officers and 
men, and the General also gave the cheer- 
ing news that at the end of the present 
fiseal year, judging from the increased re- 
cruiting, he hopes to see the strength 
reach 160,000. ‘ 

General Rickards also stated that his 
first efforts are being bent on perfecting 
the eighteen divisions of National Guard 
before any attempt is made to organize 
Army and Core troops. The latter organ- 
ization, he said, will aot be attempted un- 
til sufficient appropriation is in hand. 

What will be a piece of good news to 
New York National Guardsmen, is the 
fact that General Rickards favors the or- 
ganization of two divisions of National 
Guard in that state instead of only one 
as at present provided for. 

General Rickards stated that his sole 
desire in exercising his present office was 
to see the National Guard progress, and 
reach the top notch of proficiency. All his 
aims, he said, would be toward this end. 

The review of the Tist was the first 
regimental review of a New York regi- 
ment that General Rickards has taken, 
ond an unusually large number of visiting 
officers were present from the Regular 
Army and National Guard and all gave 
the regiment high praise. 

General Rickards during the review was 
accompanied by an honorary staff consist- 
ing o ore en. W. Weigel, Col. Ray- 
mond Sheldon, Major F. M. Maddox and 
Major L. C. Wilson, all U.S.A., and Col. 
J. W. Myers and Capt. J. M. Sabater, N. 
Y.N.G. The regiment had a large turn out 
of men, parading sixteen units, which in- 
cluded nine companies of rifles and three 
machine gun companies, equalized into 
twenty-four solid files. 

After the regiment had formed for 
parade Co. M, machine gun company, 
= H. L. Towle, gave a fine exhibition. 

his company claims’ to hold the Na- 
tional Guard record of 12 1-5 seconds for 
going into action from column of squads 
(guns mounted, ammunition boxes in place, 
guns loaded, crews set) and 55 seconds 
for changing barrels as a company, the 
time being taken from the slowest gun.

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The Worth of a Newspaper 


CCASIONALLY some _ subscriber 
QO belonging to one of the Regular 

Services, in writing to the Army 
AND NAVY JOURNAL, or when in personal 
contact with some member of its staff, 
will ask why so much space is given on the 
editorial page to the discussion of military 
policies; why special stories are printed 
about things which the Regular officer 
knows all about; why new departments 
not of primary interest to the Regular 
Service have been put in the paper. 

The ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL is a 
newspaper, and not a magazine. By that 
js meant that its primary purpose is to 
print news on military and naval subjects. 
In determining what should go into a news- 
paper there are two things which must be 
kept in mind. One is, and the most im- 
portant of course, what does the reader 
want to find?) This is obvious to everyone. 
The second, and equally important, is what 
can the paper do to benefit its subscribers? 
This is not so obvious. 

A weekly military newspaper like the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL can limit itself 
entirely to news of interest to the Regular 
Services. In this case, it will only be read 
by the Regular Services, with the result 
thet it will have no influence on people 
outside of the Services, nor upon the press 
of the country. 


Regular Service Isolated 

The Regular Services have always suf- 
fered from the indifference and ignorance 
of the American public with respect to 
them. 

The daily press of the country, having 
to pay dividends like any other commer- 
cial proposition, necessarily bends every 
effort to put in its space the matter which 
is of the greatest interest to the majority 
of people in the territory which it covers. 

The Regular Army and Navy, therefore, 
up to the present have got but little pub- 
licity. 

Nothing can be got in this country ex- 
cept through publicity continued over a 
long period. The tremendous and con- 
stantly growing advertising business in 
this country is a recognition of this fact. 
No matter how excellent an article, it has 
got to be advertised-in order to be sold in 
large quantities. No matter how excellent 
a cause, it has got to have widespread pub- 
licity in order to be “sold” to the people 
of the country. 

The Regular Army and Navy have never 
been really “sold” to the people of the 
United States. The many erroneous ideas 
with respect to the Services which are so 
prevalent show this to be so. 

The indifference on the part of many 
Congressmen to the most important mat- 
ters for the Regular Army and Navy, as 
a rule, merely reflects the indifference of 
their constituents and of the press of their 
communities, 

Pacifists and foreign propagandists un- 
derstand this fact thoroughly, and rely 
upon it in their frequently violent attacks 
upon the Services. If the needs of the 
Regular Services are to be fully under- 
stood and properly taken care of, the Ser- 
vices must be in touch and on intimate 
terms with thousands of individuals scat- 
tered throughout the country who are in- 
terested in questions haying to do with 
the National défense. 

A Broader Field 
daily press, for the reasons given 
above, cannot be the medium for obtain- 
ing and keeping such contact. A Service 
hewspaper confining itself entirely to news 
of iterest to the Regular Services and with 
no features’to appeal to the citizen-soldier 
2nd the civilian interested in military af- 
fairs, will be read only by the Regular 
Servcies, and consequently can have no in- 
fluence outside of the Services. In other 
werds, while it might be entirely satisfac- 
tory to the average Regular Service sub- 
scriber, it: would ‘be doing nothing to put

their problems before the country or to 
get the civilian help so essential. 

A weekly military newspaper which con- 
tains the news of interest to the Regular 
Services and, in addition, contains fea- 
tures which will attract a reasonable pro- 
pertion of the hundreds of thousands of 
Americans who have shown their interest 
in military affairs by accepting some citi- 
zen-soldier responsibility, will be constant- 
ly putting the problems of the Services be- 
fore a considerable section of the Ameri- 
ean public. 

The more readers such a paper gains in 
civil life, the more the editors of the daily 
press will come to pay attention to the 
eauses which it advocates, and the more 
editorial comment will be got, with the re- 
sult that as time goes on, the ignorance of 
and indifference to things military which 
has habitually obtained in this country be- 
tween wars will disappear. 

The Army AND Navy JourNAt locks 
forward to the day when its advocacy of 
any cause with respect to the Services will 
ivsure that cause getting the publicity and 
interest among civilians without which no 


favorable Congressional action is ever 
possible. 
The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL wel- 


comes the frankest criticism on the part 
cf its readers, The more suggestions and 
criticisms the better. 


The Fleet Reserve 


HE pending Naval Appropriation. 
bill requires that the limit of 86,000 


men be reached by a reduction of 
the present force; if necessary by fur- 
lough without pay. To obviate the latter 
undesirable> measure it encourages trans- 
fers to the Fleet Naval Reserve on a privi- 
leged basis temporarily, for men of long 
service. 

The leaven of “old timers” now ac- 
tively employed is sq small that the fleet 
can ill afford to dispense with many of 
them. On the other hand, the Fleet Re- 
serve needs building up to numbers which 
will make it of real value as a war re- 
serve. If there is any doubt whether most 
of the experienced men will join the Re- 
serve ultimately, it is better to induce 
them to do so now. 


Transfers to Fleet Reserve 


If passed the new bill will permit men 
cf eighteen or more years’ service to trans- 
fer to the Fleet Naval Reserve with the 
benefits of twenty years’ service, and per- 
mit many men with more than twelve 
years’ service to become Fleet Reservists 
with the benefits of sixteen years’ service. 
This is generous to the men and should 
cause a number to leave the active fleet 
for the Reserve. 

Since about eighty per cent. of the en- 
listed personnel on our ships have had no 
naval experience previous to their present 
enlistments it is apparent that the fleet 
will suffer if the seasoned men are spread 
too thin by too many of them taking ad- 
vantage of the inducements to join the Re- 
serve. Yet the alternative of having very 
few ex-Service men in the Reserve may 
preve a serious handicap in time of war. 

The present Fleet Reserve comprises 
slightly less than 5,000 men, With a 
Navy cut to 86,000, as compared with the 
.winimum requirement of 120,000 to keep 
the treaty Navy efficient, it is obvious that 
5,000 ex-fleet men are too few by many 
thousands to take care of emergencies. 
Common sense dictates that the smaller 
the Regular Navy the larger should be the 
Reserve forces. 


Other Reserves Needed 


Of course we need other Reserves than 
the Fleet Reserve. The advent of war 
brings into the Navy a multitude of mis- 
cellaneous vessels indispensable to the fleet 
in an auxiliary capacity. For such pur- 
poses the present number additional to 
the Fleet Reserves is potentially only 
about 11,000, a number wholly inadequate, 
.and. which forecasts the pressing need of 
“extensive training preliminary to and dur- 
ing’ the early stages of the war period. 


Here we see a use for Fleet Reservists, in 
addition to the primary one of filling up 
the complements of the active fleet. 

In such work even the old and some- 
what infirm ex-Service men will be of the 
greatest utility. By all means the Fleet 
Reserve should be built up to adequate 
ruimbers and placed on a firmly enduring 
basis to meet needs sure to be imperative. 
If necessary even the fleet should suffer 
temporaril yto this end. 


Equality in Retirement

LSEWHERE in is editi i 
E printed a letter from an old non- 

commissioned officer of the Regu- 
lar Army, who served as a commissioned 
efficer during the World War. The letter 
urges support for the Capper bill (8. 
3263), which would amend Section 127a, 
National Defense act by granting the same 
retiring privileges to all enlisted men who 
served as commissioned officers during the 
World War. That is, it would provide 
that all such on retirement shall receive 
the pay of warrant officers. The present 
law confers this benefit only on those who 
1¢€tired before or during the war, and this 
the Judge Advocate General has construed 
to mean prior to March 3, 1921, 

The ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL believes 
that a just retirement reward is being 
withheld from those enlisted, men now in 
the Service who held commissions during 
the war, and that if notice of this injus- 
tice is properly brought before Congress 
the wrong will be righted. 

It is hardly likely that Congress will 
willingly allow to stand a law that does in- 
justice to a large number who, as officers, 
gave their best to the country when the 
ceuntry was in peril. The enlisted men 
affected by this law accepted commissions 
and willingly risked their lives at the front, 
with no thought of reward. On the other 
Land, they had no thought of a penalty 
and they should not suffer one. 

On the face of it; it is unfair to take a 
man out of a responsible position, give him 
a more responsible one, and then, when he 
has thoroughly accomplished the task set 
for him, demote him to a position lower 
than that he held at the time of emergency 
and to withhold from him the retirement 
privileges granted to others in circum- 
stances differing only as to date of retire- 
ment as enlisted men. 

Such a law is detrimental to morale in 
the Army. It wonld be detrimental to 
morale im any.-organization. It certainly 
shows anything but gratitude on the part 
of the nation. To the men thus treated it 
makes hollowness of all the flag-waving 
and implied promises of war days, and 
cannot help but have a depressing and pes- 
simistic effect on morale. Congress should 
amend this law and thus, in part at least, 
ameliorate the condition of these non-com- 
missioned officers who proved their worth 
both as enlisted men and as commissioned 
officers, but are now the victims of the 
heartless demotion foreed by the Congres- 
sional vote for radical Army reduction.

Service Wai as Voters 


HE wife of an Army officer recently 

wrote to the Army AND Navy 

JoURNAL to inquire whether any of 
the state or national laws which disfran- 
chise or limit the political activity of a 
man because he wears the uniform of the 
Army or Navy applies to the members of 
his family. 

The answer is that there is nothing in 
the federal or state statutes which de- 
prives Service women of. any political 
rights which have been extended to the 
other women of the country. An officer’s 
wife or daughter is as much a free politi- 
cal agent as is his son.. As such she does 
not even depend upon him for ‘the location 
of her voting place. The same principles, 
of course, apply to the members of the 
families of enlisted men in the Army and_ 
Navy. 

In fact, women’s suffrage may prove to 
be of great benefit to the Services. It is 
up to the women to make it so. No poli- 
tician would dare to attempt to restrict 
the activities of the Service women... It is 
perfectly proper for these women to join 
political clubs and become active, in the . 
affairs of the nation. With the highly 
financed pacifist organizations reaching 
out to many clubs and societies through- 
out the country, the organized support of 
the Army and Navy women could not help 
but benefit the Services. Pacifist propa- 
gandists boast that they control all the 
women’s organizations in the country, and 
that these organizations are lined up sol- 
idly against the maintenance of our na- 
tional defense. 

No doubt a great many Service women 
belong to such organizations, but are un- 
aware that they are being used in a wide-° 
spread campaign inimical to the Army and 
Navy. It would be well for the Army and 
Navy women to investigate and find out 
just where their clubs and societies stand 
on the question of national defense, and 
to find out if the support of their ‘clubs 
and societies is being claimed by the Na- 
tional Council for the Reduction of Arma- - 
ments. According to the published state- 
ments of this council, the following organ- 
izations are members:

Officers’ Reserve Corps 


PERSHING ON 0.B.C. 


The plans cf the War Department for 
Officers’ Reserve Corps are outlined in the 
subjoined letter from General Pershing to 
Col. W. B. Parsons, Engr., O.R.C., of New 
Yérk city in answer to a query. 

“My Dear CoLoNeL: 

“I have delayed answering your letter 
of March 27 until I could give it thorough 
consideration, and while many of the points 
you raise are covered by policies either 
announced or to be announced in due time, 
nevertheless I found your suggestions not 
only interesting but helpful. 

“I can assure you that for some time I 
have been deeply concerned with the situa- 
tien among Reserve officers resulting from 
the failure, until recently, to give them a 
more definite status and function in our 
scheme of defense, and that since taking 
over the duties of Chief of Staff it Las 
been my constant endeavor to promote Re- 
serve organization to that end. This task 
bas required an immense amount of pre- 
liminary work in eapaniog sqeatiens for 
the Reserve Corps, in al ting units of 
the Reserve to the various sections of.the 
country and in perfecting the manifold de- 
tails essential to beginning the actual or- 

izati of the units. We have been 
urther handicapped in our effort to for- 
ward this work by a shortage of proper 
personnel to undertake this work, as I 
have insisted that only our best officers be 
detailed for this duty and it has not al- 
ways been easy to locate such officers or 
detach them from the work in which they 
happened to be engaged at the time. 


A Live Part of Army. 


“However, I feel that a good start has 
been made and I am immensely encour- 
aged the enthusiasm with which 
serve rs are entering the plans for the 
Organized Reserves. I hope to make the 
Organized Reserves a live component of 
the Army of the United States and studies 
covering every phase of the subject are 
under way to that end. 

%q,. present effort is being directed 
chiefly to pcTfecting the organization of 
usits im order that alr Reserve officers 
may shortly feel that they are definitely 
ecnnected with a going concern. In the 
meantime, however, the matter of instruc- 
tiom and employment is being given careful 
study. Of course, in this we are limited 
by the action of Conaree in the matter of 
appropriations and all of our plans must 
be made with reservations. In conse- 
quence, we have been reluctant to make 
premature announcement of policies which 
we may not be able to carry out, believing 
that such action would result in more 
harm than good in the morale of the Or- 
ganized Reserves. 

“You know, of course, that we are put- 
ting into effect a course of correspondence 
instruction for all officers whe may desire 
it. That, however, is only a part of what 
we hope to do in the future. In general, 
it i¢ hoped that future appropriations will 
admit of assembling divisional and non- 
divisional groups for a fifteen-day period 
ef instruction at least every other year, if 
not each year. It is planned to have this 
instruetion normally take the form of con- 
ferences, or refresher courses, with just 
enough practical work in the way of ter- 
rain exercises to keep up the interest of 
the nnel. If practicable, these as- 
semblies will be held every third or fourth 

ear in conjunction with troops of the 

egular Army in order that Reserve offi- 
cers may have an opportunity to observe 
and perhaps peices in up-to-date dem- 
onstrations of the various arms. 


For Additional Officers. 


“In this connection, there is one point 
of view which may not have occurred to 


you, na , that while the t per- 
sonnel of the Reserve composed 
almost wholly of veteran rs who have 
had active service with t the young 
replacement officers who come into 


the Corps will not have had such service 
and that some provision must be made 
whereby the opportun will be afforded 
them. Moreover, I think that you will 
agree with me that a proportion of the 
veteran i will bys « desire active 
train wi troops enever i 

ing possible 


“In addition to the foregoing, our plans 
fcr mobilization are now beginning to take 
form and in the course of a year will be 
ready for definite solution. is will in- 
volve detailed arrangements for assem- 
bling and mobilizing every unit of the 
Army of the United States and the solu- 
tion of the problem will require the assist- 
ance of practically every officer of the 
Reserves. 

“In the course of the next six months 
we hope to detail additional Regular offi- 
cers to the Organized rves to a num- 
ber that will provide one for every i- 
ment or equivalent unit, and one of the 
chief duties of officers so detailed will be 
to arrange for periodic assemblies of their 
units for conference and study of perti- 
nent military subjects. 


Small Cadres Recommended. 


“I agree with you that it is not desir- 
able to embark upon a campaign of re- 
cruiting for the enlisted. Reserve at this 
time. Our ultimate goal for the Organ- 
ized Reserves is a skeleton force completely 
officered and composed of, cadres of non- 
commissioned officers and a few of the 
more important specialists, perhaps ten or 
fifteen per centum of the war strength, 
and these should be recruited as far as 
pessible from men already trained in their 
positions and duties. With larger cadres, 
cur training problem would only be com- 
plicated without corresponding advantage. 

“f note with particular interest what 
you suggest with regard to calling Reserve 
officers in for short periods of active ser- 
vice with the Regular establishment. We 
are planning to begin this on a modest 
scale during the coming summer in con- 
nection with. the conduct of the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. If our plans 
materialize we will utilize something like 
900 Reserve officers as instructors at these 
camps, and if this venture proves success- 
ful, it will doubtless lead to others. 

“As I said in the beginning, I am in- 
tensely interested in the development of 
tne Army of the United States, of which 
the ized Reserves forms so consider- 
able a component, but I think that you will 
agree with me that it is a big problem 
and one in which we will build most suc- 
evssfully by building slowly.”

INVESTIGATE PASTOR’S UTTERANCES. 


The investigation of the conduct of the 
tev. Russell H. Stafford, pastor of the 
First Congregational Chureh, Minneapolis, 
Minn., who holds a commission as chaplain 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, has created 
a heated controversy in the 7th Corps 
Area. In a debate the Rey. Mr. Stafford 
opposed military training for students in 
the Minneapolis High Schools. He advo- 
cated instead athletic training and thus 
drew upon himself the condemnation of 
hic fellow officers in the Reserve Corps. 

A board.has been appointed to make an 
inquiry as to whether a Reserve officer 
violates the regulations in opposing the 
policy of the War Department in his be 
lic utterances. It ig stated that Mr. f- 
ford in the course of the debate referred to 
the fact that he held a commission in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. It is understood 
that the Regular Army officers were in- 
clined to ignore it but that Reserve officers 
insisted that the matter should be brought 
to an issue in order to determine what is 
the status of Reserve officers under such 
ecnditions. 

It is insisted that if Mr. Stafford is not 
in harmony with the various plans of the 
War Department for voluntary military 
training, he should resign his commission 
in the Reserve Corps.

Col. Gustay J. Fiebeger, U.S.A., pro- 
fessor on duty at the U.S.M.A., retires for 
age May 9. He was born in Ohio May 9, 
1858, om entered the U.S.M.A. as a cadet 
July 1, 1875. He was graduated in the 
cess of June, 1879, and was assigned to 
the Engineers. His first assignment to 
duty W&s8.as assistant professor of natural 
and experimental philosophy at the -U.S. 
MA. He subsequently served ainong other 
duties on various river and harbor engi- 
peering work, and on May 4, 1896, was 
appointed professor of civil and military 
engineering at the U.8S.M.A., where he has 
served ever since. 

Colonel Fiebeger was a member of the 
board of everseers of Thayer School of 
Fugineering at Dartmouth College and 
was & member of the advisory board on 
the construetion of new buildings at West 
Point. He is also the author of a num- 
ber of text-books. 

The nomination of Major William A, 
Mitchell, C,E., to the vacancy as profes- 
sr of civil and military negineering 
created by the retirement of Colonel Fie- 
beger was received by the Senate April 29. 


First Lieut. William EB. Edwards, P.S., 
was retired from active service April 26 
for disability incident thereto. He was 
born in Virginia Nov. 7, 1888, and first 
entered the Regular ‘Army as a private in 
the 12th Cayalry Noy. 30, 1907. He later 
sived in the Signal Corps and was ap- 
pointed a lievtenant in the Philippine 
Scouts, Aug, 16, 1918. 


Chaplain Francis P. Joyce, U.S.A., who 
was retired from active service April 20, 
1922, because of physical disability inci- 
dent thereto, was born in New York in 
1875. He was educated for the Roman

Chaplain Zachary T. Vincent, U.S.A., 
was retired from active service April 20, 
192, as a result of disability’ contracted 
while serving with U.S. Forces if Siberia. 
He is a native of North Carolina, having 
been born there in 1884, and while serving 
as a minister of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of New Mexico was 
commissioned as chaplain in the Army.

KELLEY. 


Comdr, James D. J. Kelley, U.S.N., re- 
tired, died at his home, 25 East 83d street, 
New York city, April 30, of arteriosclerosis 
after an illness of nearly a year. He was 
born in New York me Dec. 25, 1847, and 
was graduated from the U.S.N. A., in the 
class of 1868. He performed thirteen 
years and three months of sea service and 
seventeen years and one month of shore 
duty. He was retired from active service 
April 1, 1901, for incapacity resulting 
from an incident of service. 

Commander Kelley’s first sea duty after 
graduating from the Naval Academy was 
in the Ticonderoga, Franklin, Richmond 
and Guard of the European Station. He 
qualified as a signal officer in 1870, and 
as such served in the Ossipee and other 
ships of the Pacific Station. Among other 
duties he served on the Darien survey, on 
terpedo duty at Newport and in the Con- 
gress on the East coast of Africa. 

He served on special duty on the Great 
Lakes and in the Hydrographic Office and 
in various vessels of the old Navy on dif- 
ferent stations. The first of the more 
modern ships he served in was the Cin- 
ciunati in 1894. He was inspector of mer- 
chant steamers and a member of the board 
of auxiliary vessels in 1898, and in the 
same year for a short period was in com- 
mand of the Resolute. 

Commander Kelley was inspector of 
merchant vessels, 18 99-1900, and after 
being in command of the Glacier on the 
Asiatic Station was invalided home and 
retired. He was commended by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for services in Haiti 
and was a prize essayist and gold medalist 
of the U.S. Naval Institute, 1881. 

He was the author of a number of na- 
val works and wrote a large number of 
naval articles for the New York Herald, 
of which he was naval editor for a number 
«f years. After the death of James Gor- 
don. Bennett, Commander Kelley was one 
ot the board of directors of The Herald 
and one of the three managers. 

During the World War he was placed 
on active duty as wireless censor in New 
York. He also served on the Naval 
Board of Intelligence. He was a member 
of the New York Yacht Club. Command- 
er Kelley is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Isabelle de P. Morrell Kelley, and three 
daughters, Mrs. Joseph B. Russell, jr., of 
Beston, Mrs. Stansbury Brady of Balti- 
more, and Mrs. Thomas McK. Cook, jr., of 
New York.

McANDREW. 


Major Gen. James W. McAndrew, U.S. 
A., a distinguished officer of the Army, 
who has been very ill for some time in the 
Walter Reed General Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D.C., died there on April 30. 

In the World War General McAndrew 
particularly distinguished himself and was 
awarded the D.S.M. for exeptionally meri- 
torious and distinguished services as Chief 
of Staff of the A.E.F., the citation saying: 

“The development of the Army schools 
in. France is largely due to his marked 
ability as-an: organizer and to his brilliant 
professional . ‘attainments. As Chief of 
Staff of the American Expeditionary 
Forces during the period of active opera- 
tions he has. met every demand of his im- 
portant position ; by his advice and decis- 
ions he has materially eontributed to the 
success. of these forces; and he has, at all 
times, enjoyed in full the confidence of the 
Commander-in-Chief.” 

General McAndrew was also awarded 
the Croix de Guerre with palm. 

He was. born in Pennsylvania, June 29, 
1862, and was graduated from. the U.S.M. 
A, June 11, 1888, and was assigned to the 
2ist Infantry. His first duty after gradu- 
ation was on the frontier at Fort Sidney, 
Neb. 

Among his subsequent duties. General 
McAndrew, as a first lieutenant, 3d Infan- 
try, participated in the Sioux Indian cam- 
paign 1890-91; in. the Spanish-American 
War, in the Santiago campaign, and was 
in the battle of El Caney and the invest- 
ment of Santiago. General McAndrew, as 
a captain in the 8d Infantry, was in the 
field in the Philippines against Filipino 
insurgents and took part in the advance 
on Malolos, P.I., April 26 to May 2, 1899, 
and was in the actions in and about Bali- 
uag during the rainy season of 1899. 

He was an honor graduate of the Army 
School of the Line, 1910; graduate Army 
Staff College, 1911; Army War College, 
1913; was commandant of the Army Ser- 
vice Schools at Fort Leavenworth. and 
served as a member of the General Staff, 
July 10, 1916, to June 4, 1917. 

As a colonel. of the 18th Infantry. he 
sailed for France with his regiment June 
14, 1917, and was made a temporary brig- 
adier general Aug. 5, 1917. and a tempo- 
rary major general April 12, 1918, serving 
at Langres. France, as commandant of the 
Army. Service Schools, A.E.F., and as Chief 
of Staff, A.E.F. He became a permanent 
brigadier general Nov. 8,.1918, and a per- 
manent major general July 1, 1920. Gen- 
eral McAndrew became commandant of the 
General Staff College in June, 1919, and

PROPERTY ACCOUNTABILITY. 
G.O. 10, APRIL 25, 1922, 4ST CORPS AREA, 
ARMY BASE. 

1. It has frequently happened that officers 
charged with property accountability, when they 
receive orders for change of station, are per- 
mitted by their commanding officers to depart 
from their station without properly transferring 
their accountability and obtaining receipts from 
their suecessors. This practice has resulted in 
confusing the property accounts, creating large 
lists of discrepancies difficult to adjust, and 
oftentimes reflecting discredit on the officers con- 
cerned, as well as on the administration of 
the command. 

2. Regulations do not contemplate that orders 
be issued removing an officer from his accounta- 
bility without allowing him, before he leaves 
his post, a reasonable opportunity to transfer 
his accountability and to adjust any diserepan- 
cies. 

8. Before permitting an officer who is ac- 
countable for property on Stock Record Cards 
or Organization Equipment records to depart 
from his station, the commanding officer will re- 
quire the officer to transfer his accountability 
and completely adjust his account in accordance 
with existing regulations. If for any reason it 
is impracticable to do this, an immediate report 
will be made to these headquarters giving all 
the details in the matter, and requesting instruc- 
tions.

(3) Is a Reserve officer on active duty 
assigned to a command post or to some fort! 
(4). When will examinations for commission 
in the Regular Army be held in the 3d. Corps 
Area! The one held this spring at Fort How- 
ard was for enlisted men only. 

Answer: (1) All Reserve officers, unless 
placed on duty by competent orders, are on 
inactive status. The term ‘‘active duty’’ is 
in counter-distinction to ‘‘inactive status,’’ 
which is normally the status of the Reserve 


officer. Special Regulations No. 43 for the 
Officers’ Keserve Corps will show in detail 
what is meant by ‘‘active duty.’ (2) His 


assignment to a division of the Organ.zed Re- 
serves means that he is given an appropriate 
assignment with a view to his employment 
therein in case an emergency should arise. 
(3) It entails only the necessary preparation 
and training. It is contemplated calling quite 
a number to active service for training if Con- 
gress appropriates necessary funds. (4) There 
will be no examinations for commission in the 
Regular Army in the 3d Oorps Area until 
after June 30. 

A SUBSCRIBER.—The new pay bill as 
framed does not disturb the allowance of com- 
mutation for retired enlisted men, which under 
existing regulations is $15.75 per month. 

A. J.—If you have the disabilities incurred 
in line of duty, suggest you make application 
to the Commissioner of Pensions, stating your 
service. Relative to your entry into a soldier's 
home, make application to the governor of the 
home, stating your service in full. An hon- 
orable discharge is necessary.

®.-H. 8. asks: (1) Is @™goldier who is 
eligible for entrance to the U.S. Soldiers’ 
Home, Washington, after twenty years’ ser- 
vice, compelled to enter the Home after he is 
discharged for the convenience of the Govern- 
ment to enter Home? (2) Oan a soldier who 
enters the U.S. Soldiers’ Home, Washington, 
after twenty years’ service, later re-enlist in 
the Army, provided he can pass the physical 
examinations for enlistment? 

Answer: (1) No, you are not compelled to 
enter the Home; it is entirely voluntary. You 
must have, however, twenty years of actual 
service to be eligible, and be honorably dis- 
charged of course. (2) If your service has 
been honorable and you can pass the physical 
examinations, you will no doubt be accepted 
for enlistment. 


B. B. asks: (1) Will warrant officers who 
are subject to examination in June (due to 
failing last year in examinations), if dis- 
charged from the Army, receive a year's pay? 
(2) Also if the men are discharged, will the 
Government. furnish transportation, etc. ? 

Answer: (1) It is not contemplated that 
warrant officers being discharged will receive 
@ year’s pay. (2) On discharge, they will be 
entitled to travel pay to place of acceptance. 

TOP KICK asks: N.O.O. of second grade 
went on furlough, and became married. Later 
he entered an Army hospital in a corps area 
beyond home station area. Soldier's furlough 
was forfeited upon entering hospital, where 
he is still confined, in line of duty. He never 
occupied separate quarters in home station, 
neither did he apply for this privilege. Is he 
entitled to allowances for commutation for 
quarters, heat and light for his wife while con- 
fined in hospital? 

Answer: No, you are not entitled to allow- 
ances for commutation of quarters, heat and 
light for your wife while you are confined in 
the hospital. If you were on field duty it 
would be permissible. 

M. U. C.—Bandleaders are being selected 
for foreign service according to the foreign 
service they have had. Those men who have 
had little or no service in foreign stations will 
be given the opportunity to go first. 

J. T, B—The act of May 18, 1920, granting 
@ temporary increase of pay to the Services, 
expressly excluded the retired list from its 
benefits. The pay bill now before Congress is 
expected to provide an increase in your pay. 

J. BP, K.—We suggest that you ask the Ohio 
state bonus officers in regard to the application 
you forwarded to them. 

H. H. W. asks: (1) Do present regulations 
require that warrant officers wear or carry 
the saber as prescribed for officers? (2) Why 
were warrant officers included with non-com- 
missioned officers in the allowances of heavy 
furniture for quarters (Cir. 324, W.D., 1921) 
when the act of Congress creating the grade 
gives to them the allowances of a second lieu- 


tenant? 
Answer: (1) A.R. 600-40, par. 53 (a) pro- 
vides that ‘‘the saber will not be carried by 


field clerks, members of the Army Nurse Corps 
or contract surgeons. (b) On all occasions 
on duty under arms, except in the field and 
on simulated field conditions, officers will carry 
the regulation officers’ saber with saber slings 
and._knot.... Exceptions may .be made in the 
case of unit commanders of Cavalry organiza- 
tions for the purpose of instruction of officers 
and of their commands in the use of the Ser- 
vice saber. This exception will not apply to 
ceremonies.’’ (2) At the time of the prepara- 
tion of the circular in question in the Quar- 
termaster General's Office, the status of war- 
rant officers was not clearly understood, which 
aecounts for the fact that they were included 
with non-commissioned in the allowances of 
heavy furniture for quarters. A new circular 
in preparation will correct this situation. It 
is expected to be published at an early date.

324, W.D., 1921, page 10, 
provides that ‘‘Heayy furniture for officers’, 
warrant officers’ and nofi-commissioned. o 
cers”. quarters and bachelor officers’ messes will 
be. furnished as follows, provided funds are 
available.’’. The circular then sets forth the 
pieces of furniture allowed for each of the 
above. (2), (3) and (4) Until Congress set- 
tles the strength of the Army and other kin- 
dred features now pending, these questions 
cannot be answered, as no one knows what 
will be done.
